Case Vehicle (A): 2002 GMC Vehicle (B): 1989 Chevrolet

This is a fatal crash, the right-front passenger of case vehicle (A) died as a result of a 
lacerated aorta. 



SITUATION 

12 On a clearevening, case vehicle (A) was traveling south atan EDR-recorded speed 
of about 71 mph (114 kph) on a two-lane, two-way, asphalt road, in a rural area. The 
road surface was dry, it was dark and unlighted, and the speed limit was 55 mph (89 
kph). 3 Vehicle (B) was traveling north in the northbound lane of the same roadway at 
an unknown speed. 4 As both vehicles approached each other, the driver of vehicle (B) 
began a turn to the left to enter a private driveway and vehicle (B) entered the 
southbound lane into the path of case vehicle (A). The driver of case vehicle (A) was not 
able to avoid a head-on collision with vehicle (B). After the impact, case vehicle (A) 
rotated clockwise while vehicle (B) rotated counterclockwise, and the rightfenderof 
vehicle (B) contacted the left-rear door of case vehicle (A). Case vehicle (A) came to 
rest off of the westshoulderfacing southwest, and vehicle (B) came to reston the west 
shoulder facing southwest. Both vehicles were towed from the scene. 

The police accident report indicates A-level injuries for the driver of case vehicle (A), 
who was transported to a local hospital, and it indicates fatal injuries for the right- front 
passenger of case vehicle (A), who died on the way to the hospital. The police accident 
report indicates A-level injuries for the four occupants of vehicle (B). 



GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 

5 The direct damage to the front of case vehicle (A) was severe and extended 150-cm 
across the entire front of the vehicle. 6 The maximum frontal crush was 58 cm and 
occurred atthe centerof the front bumper. 7 Damage from the second impact began 
45-cm forward of the left-rearaxle and extended 59-cm forward to the front of the left- 
rear door. 8 The maximum lateral crush was 25 cm and occurred near the centerof the 
left-rear door. 

9 Damage to the front of vehicle (B) was severe. Direct damage began atthe right- front 
bumper corner and extended 101-cm across the front, resulting in a vehicle overlap of 
63%. The maximum crush was 110 cm atthe right-front bumper corner. 10 The majority 
of the crush was to the right and center portions of the front end which were crushed 
rearward into the engine compartment. The grille was damaged, both headlight 
assemblies were broken, and the damaged hood was pushed up and to the rear. The 
right fender was crushed and the right wheelbase was reduced 27 cm. Damage from 
the second impact was to the right fender but was masked by the extensive damage 
from the frontal impact. 

11 12 13 14 15 16 17 18 Using the WinSMASH crash-reconstruction program and c- 
values measured for both vehicles, the following impact severities were calculated for 
the head-on impact between case vehicle (A) and vehicle (B):

19 20 Using the WinSMASH crash-reconstruction program and c-values measured for 
case vehicle (A), the following equivalent barrier speed was calculated for the left-side 
impactto case vehicle (A):

Case vehicle (A) was equipped with an Event Data Recorder (EDR) that recorded a 
maximum longitudinal velocity change of -36.08 mph at 155 ms into the event. The EDR 
data also indicate that the driver seatbelt was unbuckled, that the airbags were not 
suppressed, that the brakes were off at the time of the crash, and that the vehicle 
slowed from 71 mph to 68 mph just prior to the frontal impact. The E DR data also 
indicate that both 1st and 2nd stage airbag deployment criteria were met and 
deployment commands were sent at 7.5 and 10 ms, respectively. 



DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

21 In the front, the bumper and grille were crushed rearward into the engine 
compartment. Both headlight assemblies were broken and the bumper cover was 
separated from its attachments. 22 23 The hood was crushed up and to the rear, the 
damaged hood latch had released, and both hood hinges were damaged but not 
separated. The rear edge of the hood was slightly elevated, but it was not in contact 
with the windshield. 24 25 There was a small crack in the upper-left portion of the 
windshield near the left A-pillar and 26 cowl deformation caused cracks across the 
lower portion of the windshield. The vehicle was equipped with a sunroof and the right- 
front corner was partially popped open. 



27 On the leftside, the front fender was buckled and bowed slightly to the left. 28 There 
was no damage to the left-front wheel and there was no change in the leftwheelbase. 
29 The driverdoorwas undamaged and operable and there was no damage to the 
upper and lower portions of the left A-, B-, C- or D -pillars. 30 31 The left-rear door was 
crushed in during the second impact, the door was jammed closed, and the door 
window frame was pulled out. 32_The left-rear tire was debeaded from the rim and the 
tire was flat. There was no damage to the left-side windows or to the left quarter panel. 
33 On the right side, the fender was crushed and shifted slightly to the right. There was 
no damage to the upper or lower portions of the right A-, B-, C- or D -pillars and both 
right-side doors were undamaged and operable. 34 There was no right-side glazing 
damage and there was no damage to the right quarter panel. 35 36 Both right-side 
wheels were undamaged, although the right wheelbase was decreased 6 cm. 37 There 
was no damage to the rear of case vehicle (A). 



Interior 

38 This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and 39 dash-mounted frontal-impact 
airbags, which deployed during the frontal impact. 40 In the driver seating area, there 
was no damage to the roof, to the roof header, or to the left A-pillar. 41 There was no 
damage to the sunvisor but 42 there were some cracks in the left portion of the 
windshield. 43 The upper half of the steering-wheel rim and the steering-wheel spokes 
were pushed forward, 44 and the steering column was rotated up and to the left. 45_ 
There were black marks on the lower portion of the airbag fabric. 46 There was no 
damage to the upper portion of the instrument panel, but the plastic that covers the mid 
portion of the instrument panel was cracked. 47 48 The knee bolster cover was cracked 
and completely separated from its attachments, and the energy-absorbing knee-bolster 
structure was deformed. 49 There was no damage to the floor or the foot controls in the 
driver area. 



50 In the center-front area, there was no damage to the roof or to the roof header, but 
there was a series of longitudinal cracks in the lower portion of the windshield. 51 There 
was no damage to the rearview mirror although it was detached from the windshield. 52_ 
There was no damage to the center-vertical console, 53 54 but there were scuffmarks 
on the right portion of the console. 

55 In the right-front seating area, there was no damage to the roof, to the roof header, 
or to the right A-pillar. There were numerous cracks in the lower portion of the 
windshield. 56 57 There were two areas of facial makeup on the airbag fabric, one on 
the lower-left corner and the other on the leftside. 58 There were scuffmarks on, 59 and 
a crack in, the leftside of the glove-box door, and 60 the door would notclose properly. 
(Note: the marks nearthe upper-right corner of the glove-box door in slide 60 are due to 
dirt from a boot and are not crash or airbag related.) At the time of the inspection, 70 the 
seatback of the right-front passenger seat was fully reclined but the recline mechanism 
was functional. It is believed thatthis recline angle was due to rescue personnel and did 
not occur in the crash. 61 There was no damage to the floor in the right- front seating 
area and there were no intrusions. 



OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

62 The 6-ft, 170-lb, 37-year-old male driver was not using the seat- integrated three- 
point belt but the 63 steering-wheel airbag deployed. 64 There was no evidence that the 
three-point belt was used during this crash and the EDR recorded that the driver 
seatbeltwas unbuckled. The driver was wearing eyeglasses, which were reportedly 
broken during the crash. 

65 During the frontal impact, the unbelted driver moved forward relative to the vehicle 
interior, into the deploying airbag. He reportedly lost consciousness but there was no 
evidence of head contact with the vehicle interior so the cause is unknown. 66 He 
sustained a comminuted transverse fracture to the mid shaft of the left ulna and a 



fracture to the left thumb, possibly from forearm and hand contact with the instrument 
panel. 67 He sustained a comminuted fracture to the medial aspect of the righttalus, 
probably from foot contact with the toepan since the EDR data indicate that the brakes 
were not applied prior to the crash. 68 Damage to, and contact marks on, the knee 
bolster 69_ indicate thatthe driver's knees contacted the bolster but he did notsustain 
any knee, thigh, or hip injuries. 

70 The 5 -ft, 4-in, 134-lb, 29-year-old female right-front passenger was not using the 
seat-integrated three-point belt 71^ but the dash-mounted airbag deployed. 72 There 
was no evidence thatthe three-point belt was being used during this crash. 

During the frontal impact, the unbelted right- front passenger moved forward relative to 
the vehicle interior 73 74 into the dash-mounted airbag, as evidenced by two areas of 
facial makeup on the airbag fabric. She sustained mild swelling of the brain from an 
unknown source. She sustained a laceration to the aorta distal to the subclavian arteries 
and fractures to left-side ribs 1 through 6, possibly from close-proximity airbag- 
deployment loading, as 73 74 indicated by facial makeup on two different areas of the 
airbag fabric which suggest possible contact by the airbag during deployment, or 
possibly from chest contact with the right side of the center instrument console, 75 76 
as indicated by scuff marks. 77 78 She sustained abrasions to the left knee and below 
the right knee, probably from contact with the knee bolster/glove compartment, as 
evidenced by scuffmarks on, and damage to, the glove-box door. The autopsy states 
thatthe cause of death was a lacerated aorta. 

The following tables 79 80 and attached drawings summarize the injuries for the 
unbelted driver and right-front passenger.
